In todays article lot us take a look at Argentina, that spot 
J unrest and instability in the- Western Hemisphere . Argentina, the 
: ly country in the Americas to remain neutral during the last world 
nflict, has long boon a sore spot in the scheme of the United States 
reign policy, Sinco the last revolution, however, when a fascist 
vornmont headed by the virtual dictator Juan Per on came into power, 
gontina has gained, aside from its significance in regional politics 
omondous importance in world affairs. 

Before we go into politics any further, lot us examine the 
uses and conditions that led to tho estrangement bo two on the USA 
d Argentina. Those causes arc almost exclusively of an economic 
turc. The South-American country is one of the 
rld’s greatest producers of prosorved moat. 

.r trade, and of course her financial balance, ' 

>ond entirely on tho exportation of this and 
number of othc-r agricultural products, such 
i wheat and cattle'. An industry employing 
o vast majority of the country's workers is 
•ndonned to collapse in case of a stoppage 
; exports or ovor&nly a radically diminished 
•oduction. On the other hand, Argentina, the 
,st modern and progressive of Lat in-American 
untries, imports a considerable amount of. 
ichinory, automobiles, and similar industrial 
deducts. The U.S., who would he the natural 
ipplior of machinery etc. for Argentina, can- 
jt absorb any of the products in the exportati 
ion of which Argentina is vitally interested. 

Under tho given conditions, Argentina is 
rcedfto look for other markets for her export 
; ado and thus, before this war, turnod towards 
■iiain and Germany, logically, she covered her import requirements 
xso from these two countries, as you buy from somebody who buys .from 
• u. Tho U.S. in this way not only lost a huge market and lost mSUli- 
>s of dollars, but also a lot of political prestige. Hot. depending 
0 tho U.S. in the field of economy like all tho other American ro- 
ablics, Argentina could afford to be tho only state in Latin America 
_,t to accept or recognize U.S. supremacy. This in turn led to her 
outrality during tho war, although the USu exerted every possible 
iplomatic pressure to get iirgontina into the conflict. 

Throughout tho first few months that followed tho armistico 
deluding the war, relations betwoon the two nations remained strai-v- 
A Tho U.S. through hor Ambassador Spruille Braden took a firm stand 
gainst tho Peron Government, and under the pressure of foroign and 
imostic public opinion a plebiscite was held in which both nationa- 
lists and democrats , tho two main Ar au-tian parties, presented a pro- 
id on tial candidate. The elections, carried out in a manner that un- 
istakabl^rcsomblod Hitlsr-Dsu tschland methods, turnod out , as was to 
5 expected, in favou y r ..flf.^o an Percr.'a nationalist party. Psron thus 
ocane the 1 "ally looted " State President of Argentina. The pendu- 
xr: of United S t a t os pp d 1 1 c y now began to swing gradually to the other 
idc .

But what interested, me most was that the street as well as the 
synagogue did not, as one might, assume, belong to tho heirs of tho 
Touro family or to the Jewish community of Newport , Instead, they 
were in trust of the city of Newport. Judah Touro had left a trust 
fund and a will requesting that the city fathers maintain the proper* 
ties 'and keep them open to all who would want to worship in the syna- 
gogue. In further investigating this history I found 
that Judah Touro hademoved away frem Newport to New 
Orleans, and that subsequently most of tho other Jew- 
ish families had also moved on to Boston, Now. . Yhrfc 
and other places. Judah Touro became a famous Ameri- 
can patriot as well as a wealthy man and in his life- 
time built many moro synagogues and nddowdd many 
homes for poor people. In his heart . ho believed that 
America, would offer sanctuary to many more who like 
his fata sr and Roger Williams had left their homeland
